Russia and Japan w ill 
lie formally signed and executed at the 
state department (luriug the present 
week, carrying out the proposition be­ 
fore the Bering sea conference for a 
suspension of pelagic sealing. 
The 
present understanding is that the sign ­ 
ing of this document w ill occur w ithin 
the next few days. 
It w ill represent 
the completed efforts of the conference, 
and, with the signing concluded, the 
conference will adjourn. 
The terms of tho treaty or conven­ 
tion will follow the lines of the propo 
union cou>idered by the conference aud 
referred with favorable recomm enda­ 
tion to the authorities at ISt. Peters* 
burg and Tokio. 
No doubt exists as to 
the acceptance of the Russian authori­ 
ties aud it can now be stared positively 
that the Japanese governm ent had ap­ 
proved the pro|M)sitiou and that toe 
Japanese delegates are 
prepared to 
place their signatures to tho treaty. 
This clears away all obstacles and Im Ie 
remains to be done beyond the form ali­ 
ties attending the signing of such an 
instrument. 
The essential feature of the treaty or 
convention is for tho suspension of 
pelagic sealing for such a period as w ill 
permit the seal herds to revive. 
The 
period of this suspension is not d is­ 
closed. 
One report is tnat it w ill be 
for one year, subject to extension. 
A n­ 
other is that it w ill cover a term of 
years. 
But the exact duration of the 
suspension cannot he verified. 
All that 
can be learned w ith definiteness ie that 
the treaty is expected to be executed 
during the present week. 
The attitude which Great Britain 
w ill assume toward the proposition, and 
the treaty w hich is to take its place, is 
awaited with much interest. 
Thus tar 
the British authorities have not been 
informed us to what the conference 
proposes doing. 
At the same tim e the 
British expert, Prof. Darcy Thompson, 
has had several long ta ks w ith Mr. 
Foster and Mr. H am lin, and these have 
been of such a satisfactory nature that 
it was believed an amicable under­ 
standing would be reached by all par­ 
ties concerned if Canada showed a dis­ 
position to assent to the agreement. 
But Canada still stands iii the w ay aud 
the continued absence of the Canadian 
expert, Mr. Macoun, is regarded in the 
light of a diplom atic discourtesy, not 
only to the United States, but also to 
the British governm ent. 
The foreign 
office named him. w ith Prof. Thomp­ 
son, as an expert to com e to W ashing­ 
ton. 
Prof. Thompson camo at once, 
but Mr. Macoun has remained away. 
The Ottawa governm ent has sent no 
explanation of this action aud appar­ 
ently is oblivious to all inquiries. 
It is 
thought the presence of Mr. Hamlin as 
the American expert in the British 
American m eeting may be the cause of 
Canada’s 
inaction. 
Lord 
Salisbury 
specifically stated 
in accenting the 
proposition for a m eeting that it w as to 
be one between “experts. ” To this end, 
the British expert. Thompson, and the 
Canadian expert. Macoun, were named, 
it 
being expected 
that 
the U nited 
States would name its expert, Prof. 
Jordan. 
Mr. Hamlin was n lined, how ­ 
ever, and it is understood that this is 
viewed rather in the light of nam ing a 
counselor or diplomat, as the U nited 
States representative, rather than an 
expert. 
W hile no official objection has 
been made to the appointm ant it is be­ 
lieved to account in part for Canada’s 
delay in sending her expert to W ash­ 
ington. 
No mention is made in the conven­ 
tion of the Killing of the seals in case 
Great Britain and Canada do no co­ 
operate. 
It is pointed out that Russia 
aud Japau could not adopt retaliatory 
steps against Canada, as they have no 
border in this with her. 
Any action 
against Canada, therefore, must 
bt 
taken by tho \ nitea States alone.

E d i t o r N e w s R e v i e w :—Last Satur­ 
day’s issue of your papier contained an 
article from the pen of W. S. Kress, in 
reply to a sermon recently delivered by 
myself. 
The anthor deliberately avoids 
all reference to the real subject matter 
of the discourse, and picks out, here and 
there, 
a 
few incidental statements 
which he proceeds to pervert, placing 
upon them an entirely different con­ 
struction from the original. The real rea­ 
son of this dodging behind false issues 
must be his inability to meet the main 
arguments offered. 
The fact is that as 
book agents learn their little piece, then 
go forth on their mission of sale, priests 
sit at the feet of one of their superiors, 
learn the same story, and by twos go 
forth proclaiming it, as a proselyting 
scheme, and when invited into a larger 
field of foreneics are unprepared. 
Hav­ 
ing read “ Plain Facts for Fair Minds,” 
and "The Faith of Oar Fathers,” I 
found myself able to anticipate anything 
advanced by Kress and Graham in their 
recent series of lectures. 
But to the quibbling. Priestly celibacy 
is by papal authority.

hood, that it is impure and not us sancti­ 
fied as virginity, is a sin to provoke the 
heart of a saint.

the other hand, have a natural aversion 
to spending much time upon details. 
They are much quicker, however, to 
perceive news and to secure it. 
The 
practice known as “ faking” or getting 
up tricky or worthless schemes is not 
uncommon with newspaper men, but is 
very rare with newspaper women. The 
feeling between the two sexes is usually 
friendly, each recognizing where the 
other can do better work. The great in­ 
crease of newspaper women is due not 
to any com fief ition between men aud 
women, but to the fact that the devel­ 
opment of the modern newspaper neces­ 
sitates the gathering of news where 
women are more qualified to act than 
men.—Self Culture.

Gyrus O. Thornton, a farmer jiving a 
few miles out of Bolivar, has an odd 
watch chain. 
It is made of human 
bones. The chain consists of eight links, 
each a trifle more than an inch long, 
connected by pluted rings. The chain is 
about ten inches long and has been high­ 
ly polished by years of wear ami glis­ 
tens like ivory. 
Thornton secured the chain at Peters­ 
burg, Va., in 1864. 
He was a member 
of Company E, Fiftieth New York en­ 
gineers. 
A member of the Twenty-first 
New York infantry made two chains 
while confined in Libby prison and on 
his release met Thornton aud sold him 
one chain for $50 in greenbacks. Thorn­ 
ton has forgotten the maker’s name. 
Tho bones were taken from amputated 
arms aud legs, and it required 
18 
months’ time to carve out the chains. 
For many years after he came home 
from the war Thornton wore the chain 
every day, but for several years he has 
worn it only on Memorial day aud at 
Grand Army reunions. 
Some of his 
neighbors once laughed at the idea of 
the bones being taken from human bod­ 
ies, and be sent the chain to a surgeon, 
who examined it aud pronounced it to 
be of human bones.—Fall River News.

The elec­ 
trical apparatus used iii mining is esti 
mated at $100,000,000, mid the value 
of the electric elevator industry will 
probably not fall short of $15,000,000. 
The must important of all the elec­ 
trical industries, however, is that of 
electric railways. 
Ill this held the in­ 
vestment is very great, and in the Unit­ 
ed States is represented by a capitalisa­ 
tion of over $700, OOO, OOO. The number 
of trolley cars in use is now over 25,- 
000, aud these run on over J2,OOO miles 
of track. 
The electric railways repro 
sent more than 20 per cent of all the 
street and subul ban railroads of the 
country. 
The aggregate of all the capital in­ 
vested iii electric lighting, electric rail­ 
ways and electric power is about $ I,- 
600,000,000, and this does not include 
the value of establishments that manu­ 
facture the machinery and apparatus. 
As many of these are among the largest 
industrial enterprises in the world, aud 
as nearly all are consents of consider­ 
able magnitude, it is evident that their 
combined capital will run up into largs 
figures. —Exchange.
